Although Boyne City planners 
couldn’t come up with a quorum 
to work on the regularly 
scheduled advisory - board 
meeting, the planners in atten- 
dance were given something to 
consider the next time they get 
together concerning a newly 
proposed ordinance amendment 
to the zoning rules, 

The amendment would cover 
those home occupations the 
planners have been concerned 
with for the past several years. 

Included in the proposed 
regulations will be language that 
requires those homes with home 
occupations to have off street 
parking for the one additional 
employee, as well as family

The home occupation 


classifications is limited to one 

employee outside of the family. 
Other suggested language 

specifies the space of the home 


- occupation will be within the 


area of the dwelling used as 
living quarters by the family and 
that the dwelling shall have the 
appearance of a single family 
home. 

No addition to the home can 
be constructed or used for the 
specific purpose of the home oc- 
cupation. ‘ 

In addition, all home oc- 
cupations shall be registered 
with the City Clerk on newly 
designed registration forms 


which wold show the use 
proposed, the address and the 
area of the dwelling to be used. 
A site plan of the parcel and the 
buildings on it, showing the off 
street parking will also be 
required. 

The proposed wording has 
teeth in it to allow the city 
zoning administrator to order 
the home occupation operator to 
appear in front of the planning 
board for a review of the use. 
That part of the amended or- 
dinance would come into effect if 
the city has received a complaint 
against the home business. 

If the planning board finds, 
following the hearing on the 
matter, that requirements for 
home occupaitons are not being

The board also had a chance to 
look over a proposed site plan 
being presented to the City 
Commission on a_ building 
proposed for the fifth lot of the 
park. RBI Mechanical Contrac- 
tors is prepared to build a new 
facility for themselves in the 
park as soon as they purchase 
the property. They are expec- 
ted to buy it at the Tuesday 
noon meeting of the City Com- 
mission, 

Nothing was approved as the 
formal site plan has yet to be 
presented. 

Also not approved was the 
naming of three members to the 
planning board. All of the mat- 
ters, except the tax abatements 
will be taken care of when the 
board will meet in a_ special 
session to review the formal site 
plans for RBI. 


BC sells another 
industrial park lot 


Boyne City Commissioners 
agreed to sell another piece of 
property in the new Air/In- 
dustrial Park at their Tuesday 
noon meeting. The city now 
only has four pieces of property 
left to sell in the park, according 
to Randy Frykberg, City 
Manager. 

The purchase of the property 
was by the RBI Mechanical 
Components, a firm that has 
been located along M-75 on the 
way to Boyne Falls. 

The company intends on star- 
ting yet this year, a 3,000 square 
foot building to house the 
business. Frykberg told the 
commissioners the company had 
some contracts that requires an 
expansion of the business. RBI 
officials intend to have the 
building completed by Christ- 
mas. 


! In other action, the com- 


missioners granted authority to 
Mayor Keith Fitzpatrick to 
proclaim next week as Michigan 
Child Watch Week in Boyne 
City. 

They also were given an up- 
date on the McKune Art Center, 
which the city had given a $500 
donation to last year so the art 
center could attain a grant to 
allow them to have an outreach 
program in the area they serve. 

The center. is planning on 
bringing to the community a 
professional theatrical group to 
perform excerpts of various 
Broadway musicals. The group 
intends to be putting on a per- 
formance near the end of Oc- 
tober.

City crews to fix easement seawall, 
commissioners decide 


After several minutes of 
discussion, the city 
decided to repair a seawall, 
using city crews, after hearing a 
request by Cele Pollock. She is 
replacing her seawall after it 
was determined to have 
sustained severe damage due to 
the high water. 

As part of the repair, she 
wanted the city to go along with 
her to repair the seawall along 
the waterfront on the city's 
easement at the end of West 
Street off Michigan Avenue. 

She said if the city did not 
want to go along with her 
‘seawall, she would have to add a

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The East Jordan Red Devils 
set the town to. celebration 
Friday night, climaxing a twenty 
three year drought of victories 
with a win over their long time 
cross-county Tivals, the 
Charlevoix Red Rayders. So 
sweet is the taste of victory and 
even more so when it is accom- 
plished in such a stylish manner 
as a shut-out. > 

After so many years of con- 
tinual defeats at the hands of the: 
Rayders, the possibility of the: 
game swinging to East Jordan! 
became evident after they took 
the game - opening drive 74 yar- 
ds to paydirt and the first lead 
that the Devils had held over the 
Rayders in four years. The 14-0 
outcome of the game was made 
possible only by the  cool- 
headedness of the Red Devil 
players and coaching staff. Af- 
ter scoring on their first drive 
against Charlevoix, Fast Jordan 
was faced with the monumental 
task of holding their .emotions 
back and performing to the best 
of their abilities. 

‘And perform they did. The 
Red. Devil defense repelled 
many threats to their coveted 
lead, with Jim Raymond, Steve 
Dionne, and Terry Burt con- 
taining the Rayders on big plays. 
Greg Kitson, offensive quarter- 
back, doubled as a defensive 
back to pick off three Rayder 
passes that would have put East 
Jordan behind the eightball each 
time.
